Those 
familiar 


with courthouse activities say the 
"workhorse" of all the offices is 
that of county clerk. Everything in 
the courthouse either starts or ends 
up in this office. 


For instance the treasurer's office 


is merely repetition of work done 
by the clerk. The clerk does every- 
thing that the treasurer does ex- 
cept write the checks but has to 
make out the-, warrants from which 
the . checks are written. Yet the 
treasurer's office costs the county 
a great deal more than the clerks, 
and apparently requires as much 
extra help. 


Many believe that the day is not 


far off when the treasurer's office 
will be abolished entirely and be 
I handled by the clerk.

Want-Ad Killer 
to Get the 
Gas Chamber

San Quentln prison's gas chamber 
is the fate of Anthony J. Zilbauer. 


The 52-year-old ex-convict yes- 


terday was Convicted by a Jury of 
first degree murder in the fatal 
shooting last Nov. 21 ol Andrew 
Kmiec, an insurance adjuster. The 
jury made no recommendation. 


Under California law, the 
ab- 


sence of any recommendation for 
leniency makes the death sentence 
mandatory. Sentence will be pass- 
ed next 'Monday morning. 


Zilbauer was accused of killing 


Kmiec to obtain his car. 


A few hours after the verdict, 


Zilbauer's 24-year-old wife, Geral- 
dine, who declined to testify in his 
behalf, exploded the principal point 
in the defense. ZilbaUer had main- 
tained he sought a showdown with 
Kmiec' because he learned Kmiec 
had ravished Mrs. Zilbauer. 


In an interview she said: 
"I 


never met. Mr. Kmiec. It wasn't 
y idea to say I had. It was Tony. 
He asked me if I would testify 
that I had known him. . . I want- 
ed t odo anything in the world to 
help him. At first I told Tony I'd 
testify 
to his .story. 
Then, 
for 


weeks, I couldn't sleep at night, 
thinking about it. To be honest, 
it wasn't until a half hour before 
I was to take the stand that I def- 
initely decided not to tesify."

thing to watch for was far milder 
than McCarthy's fast 
reply 
01 


what he'd do with generals when 
he sees fit. 


Ash Wednesday may be remem 


bered as the day when Eisenhowei 
and 
McCarthy 
issued a kind of 


manifesto to each other. But i 
was merely a day pf talk. Wha 
they do in the future remains to 
be seen. 


If McCarthy follows his tisua 


pattern, he will do nothing for a 
while which might prod Eisenhow- 
er into a full-scale break. Then 
after an interval, he'll run headon 
into the administration again dowi 
some new avenue. 


He has had a number of such 


collissions in the past year. Each 
was followed by a brief period o: 
comparative quiet. Then, and al 
ways from a fresh direction, Me 
Carthy crashed against the admin 
istration again, but harder. 


It's dificult 
to believe this can 


continue indefinitely without (1) 
an explosion or (2) a crushing 
humiliation for Eisenhower or the 
senator. It's possible that in a con 
test with 
Eisenhower McCarthy 


may overreach himself. 


• He's a hard in-fightcr but, nev- 
ertheless, yesterday he showed ho 
can be needled into going further 
'then he semed to intend that he 
can be pushed off 'balance. This 
was a side of him not seen quite 
this way before. It could happen 
ugain. 


Within one hour alter the Presi- 


dent had issued an 800-word state- 
ment aimed right at McCarthy, 
the senator issued a statement of 
his own, containing this sentence: 
"Apparently the President and I 
now agree on the necessity of get- 
ting rid of Communists." 


Since McCarthy had made a ca- 


reer of Communist hunting, this 
could only mean McCarthy "th~'";ht 
Eisenhower wasn't against Com- 
munists before and only now was 
reaching that position. 


McCarthy 
apparently 


that with such an implication he 
had gone too far. He sent word 
later that kind of interpretation 
was being put on his language and 
he wanted 
to delete 
the word 


"now." 


He had never been under quite 


the same kind of high-placed pres- 
sure before because Eisenhower's 
statement, the result of a series 
of events set in motion by Mc- 
Carthy himself, was being awaited 
on two continents. 


The events started with McCar- 


thy's nuestioning of Brig. Gen. 
Ralph Zwicker about an honorable 
discharge given Maj. Irving Peress 
a dentist. McCarthy called Peress 
a "Fifth Amendment Communist," 
a charge 
Peress

posed to their plan to make agri- 
cultural price supports less rigi' 


But they got some tokens 
a 


support, too, notably from Chair- 
man Aiken (R-Vl) of the Senate 
Agriculture Committee, who laud- 
ed Secretary of Agriculture Ben7 
son as an "honest man" and said 
his numerous congressional critics 
"are talking merely for 
political 


purposes and nothing else." 


Aiken offered in support of his 


views voluminous charts which, he 
said, proved that 22 years of aSt 
sorted farm programs had co*1 
less than 500 million dollars a year. 


"In my opinion it has been a 


good investment," he addod. 


Critical questions 
of 
.senators 


about the chance of farm prices 
and income dropping lower under 
the new program took up most cf 
a lengthy session of tho commit- 
tee yesterday.
